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In  yaroslavl  the  school  arrived  on  30  Septesbef  1957  and  was 
placed  in  the  ailitary  post,  bearing  flane  Bolshevik  cavolatiobafy *s 
naae^  the  ailitari  coaaisaar  of  TarcSlavl  nilitafy  district  and 
chair  nan  of  province  executive  conaittee  the  seeds  of  aikhaylovich 

aakhinson. 

The  basic  buildings  of  the  silitary  post  of  S.  a.  HakhinSon's 
naae  are  constructed  into  1742  by  Taroslavl  nerchant  paitriy 
Zatrapeznovs.

FOr  the  cadets  it  is  necessary 
to  aaster  the  large  voluae  of  practical  work;  therefore  the 
coaaanders  and  the  instructors  in  advance  prepare  then  for  the 
acconplishaent  of  this  objective.  They  acguaint  future  pcobatloners 
with  the  progran  of  practice,  explain  in  detail  its  target  and  the 
probleas,  the  procedure  of  the  execution  of  individual  aissions  and 
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other  qaestions#  cohaected  with  the  jbetney  to  troops/foccesf. 

The  cadets  b£  the  second  coarse  work  on  probation  theaseltes  in 
headquarters  and  services  of  naterial  and  technical  supply , they 
acquire  the  skills  of  the  conduct  of  party- political  work,  aaterial 
and  financial  support*  are  occupied  virtually  by  the  questions  of 
■ilitary  q.overnient.  The  qraduates  in  essence  work  oh  probation 
theaselves  in  the  f inancial  service  of  silitary  unit.  Here,  they 
virtually  aaster  all  questions  of  orqanisation  and  financial 
provision  for  cbabat  and  political  education*  saintenance* 
exploitation  and  repair  of  arsaaent  and  conbat  aaterial* 
hbae-ecohoaic  needs*  disburseaent  of  aonetary  allowance  serviceaan 
and  the  wages  to  worker  and  eaployee. 

In  accordance  with  progran  the  probationers  carry  out  political 
exercises*  political  Inforaation  and  conversations  with  the  soldiers 
and  the  sergeants*  they  acquaint  with  work  of  the  party  and  Koasoaol 
organisations  of  subunits,  advlce/councils  of  Leninist  rooas* 
stirrers*  editorial  boards  of  the  wall  newspapers*  actively  they 
participate  in  the  aeasures*  conducted  in  each  unit. 
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Foe  the  tile  of  pcobationary  training  period  the  cadets  Learn  aoch 
that  is  interesting  and  instructive,  perfect  their  know Ledge  and 
skills. 


Third~year~students  yearly  pass  the  probationary  training  period 
as  the  heads  of  the  groups  of  poLitical  exercises  in  lilitary  units. 
Pteliiinarily  with  the  probationer*cadets  is  carried  out  the 

instructional  assenbly,  in  the  course  of  which  they  aeguaint  with 
history  and  coabat  traditions  of  nilitary  unit,  the  pfobleis  of 
cosbat  and  political  education,  life  and  the  node  of  life  of 
personnel.

In  aodel  nanner  is  equipped  office  on  the  aass-destruction 
weapon  of  eneay.  The  operating  electric  trainers  of  dosineters*  the 
nodels  of  the  aaaunitlon*  utilixed  for  applying  a nuclear*  cheaical 
and  bacteriological  weapon*  the  electrified  nock-up  of  the  plotting 
board  of  estiaata  and  nonbearing  to  the  nap/chart  of  radiological 
situation*  windows  with  protective  aoans*  incendiary*  saoke  and 
sinulators  and  other  allowances  contribute  to  successful  research  on 
this  coaplex  and  laportant  object/subject. 
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Is  egoipped  in  the  nodern  nanoer  tha  office  of  ■ilitacj 
topography.  In  it  besides  fisnal  aids  are  necessary  eqnipnent,  with

freguently  are  encountered  in  the  nunber  of  priae*vinners  of 
garrison,  urban,  regional,  circular/neighboring  and  arny 
coupe titions.  Certain  ones  are  the  prize-winners  of  the  sport 
conpetitions  of  the  Amies  of  the  anicable  countries. 

In  physical  training  the  cadets  the  prinary  attention  is  given 
to  the  correct  organization  and  conducting  eorning  physical 
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exc»ccises  and  plaaned/planning  exercises.  The  cadeits  seize  by  the 
skills  of  the  accel^ated  aotresentr  sailihg/cruising,  oveccoaing  of 
obstacles*  throwing  of  grenades*  of  hand-tor>hand  fighting*  attack  and 
self-defense.  The  youths  snccessfully  saster  prograa  on  physical 
training.  For  the  tine  of  training  they  reach  high  sport  results  and 
mcceSsfttlly  they  pass  exhaust  exaatnations  on  this  discipline.  All 
graduates  of  school  have  a sport  rank  and  a sign  ”8oldiar<-athiete*’. 
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Mot  less  isportant  place  in  training  physical  endurance  occupies 
■ass-sport  work.  Populously  it  is  in  the  sport  halls  of  school*  on 

the  sport  pads  of  lilltary  post  and  caa^  Begularly  pass  exercises  in 
sport  sections.  The  cadets  under  the  leadership/ianiial  of  the 
^xperiaental  instructors  and  coaaanders  perfect  their  physical 

training. 

Hass-sport  work  in  school  is  organized  and  It  is  carried  out  so 
that  it  not  only  fortifies  the  health  of  personnel*  but  also  it

During  Septamber  1961  on  school  were  charged  tho  coaple* 
pcoblens  of  prapacation/training  besides  the  ailitary  fininciars  even 
the  specialists  of  administrative  services.  For  location  and  training 
of  the  cadets  it  was  insufficient  yuartets/preinises.  During  (Jay  1962 
by  coa»andp*r/chiaf  Yaroslavskiy's  instruction  garrison,  to  school  was 
transaittad  two-story  ouilding  and  some  other  guarters/pca misas, 
while  in  the  following  year  were  constructed  four-storied  barracks 
and  dismountable  wooden  warehouse  for  the  location  of  the  training 
techniques  for  administrative  services.

Because  of  tie  friendly  efforts  of  all  collective  the  military 
post  became  not  recognized.  It  and  now  with  each  year  grows  prettier^ 
The  considerable  part  of  it  territory  is  covered  with  asphalt,  near 
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club/puff  is  laii  the  garden.  In  post  is  landed  sore  than  500 
decorative  trees,  also,  about  700  bushes,  are  broken  flaver  gardens, 
flower  beds  and  lavns. 

Into  T964  by  resolution  troop  comaander  ffoscow  of  the  ailitary 
district  to  school  was  transmitted  the  camp.  Its  equipiant  teguired 
great  material  and  labor  costs.  In  short  period  the  territory  of  camp 
was  given  into  order/formation,  were  constructed  the  oeaantsd  brick 
tent  nests,  were  equipped  training  fields,  quarters/pramises  under 
the  classes  and  other  objectives. 

In  winter  and  in  summer  in  camp  goes  the  stressad  training.

Andrey  Vasilyevich  Khfulev. 

Was  born  Anlrey  Vasilyevich  on  30  September  1892  in  lean  peasant 
family  in  villaga  of  Bol»sha.ya  Aleksandro vka,  Red'kinskaya  rura^ 
district,  Yanburgskiy  district,  Petersburg  province. 

Into  1903  after  completion  of  zemstvo  school,  the  parents 
brought  it  into  Petersburg  and  gave  into  the  exercise  of  gold 
businesses  to  the  foreman,  in  whom  it  stayed  nine  years.  Strive  for 
knowledge,  Andrey  Vasilyevich  it  returned  by  external  staient 
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exaiinatiohs  for  four  classes  of  urban  school  and  fiaishad  the 
courses  of  the  bookkeepers.  At  the  end  1911  it  began  to  attend 
■eetings  and  collections  of  workers,  it  establish/installed 
bond/cohnection  with  the  members  of  the  Bolshevik  Party,  it  fulfilled 
individual  commissions. 

Into  1912  for  participation  in  revolutionary  work  Andrey 
Vseii'yevich  was  arrested.  Six  months  of  prison  conclusion  ,and  then 
dispatch  beyond  the  limits  of  Petersburg  - this  sentance  removed 
tsarist  court  to  young  Khrulev.

During  August  1941  by  decision  of  the  state  committee  of  defense  it 
is  appointed  the  deputy  commissar  of  national  defense  - by  the 
comaander/chief  of  the  rear  of  the  red  Army.  In  connection  vith  the 
fact  that  the  timely  and  full/total/complete  provision  for 
troops/forces  by  all  by  that  necessary  for  life  and  combat  was 
closely  related  with  the  Work  of  rail  transport.  General  of  the  Army 
A.  V.  Khrulev  in  most  stressed  time  of  war^  in  March  1942  - May  iSbl^. 
headed  the  national  commissariat  of  the  lines  of  communication  of  the
